(How does it feel to watch a pal die? Douglas Bulleid, 20, 
and Standis Bielecky, 55, were cast adrift on an ice floe while 
fishing on Great Slave Lake. Bielecky died within sight of res- 
cuers, Bulleid survived to tell this story exclusively to the Ed- 
monton Bulletin.)

Injuring Canada’s Prestige 


Members of Canada’s United Nations 
brigade, whose full complement of 11,000 
men is expected to be in Fort Lewis, 
Washington, by November 23, are said to 
be thoroughly fed up with the uncertainty 
of their position. 

Defence Minister Claxton says the 
whole force may go to Korea. It has al- 
ready been announced that only one batta- 
lion will go to Korea. Other reports from 
Ottawa say part of the force may go to 
Korea and part to Europe. 

Thus the special brigade is still float- 
ing around and it may become the first 
part of those troops that Mr, St. Laurent 
said he was not ready to send to Europe. 

It is bad enough that the soldiers them- 
gelves are discouraged and disgusted by 
this vacillation. 

It is infinitely worse that Canada 
ghould have been put in a false position 
in the eyes of the world by all this vague 
backing and filling. 

It would be folly to claim that Canada 
has not lost nation?! prestige through this 


affair. 


Certainly the country has gained no 
prestige in one defence made in Ottawa of 
the present indecision. This unnamed 
apologist has pointed out that the confu- 
sion over the destination of the brigade 
may enable Canada to provide troops for 
Europe without having to face an argu- 
ment over it. 

Our neighbors know, as Canadians 
know, that the Canadian government 
exists to give the nation leadership, not 
to play tricks on the public. 

If there is a possibility that the bri- 
gade, in its entirety, may not go to Korea, 
for which purpose it was specifically en- 
listed, the government should come out 
plainly and say that the brigade is no long- 
er a specific expeditionary assigned to 
United Nations service, but simply a part 
of the Canadian regular army, available 
for service wherever the Canadian govern- 
ment may decide. 

This would be a straightforward and 
honest announcement to make to the Ca- 
nadian people, much better than sneaking 
part of the brigade off to Europe as a mere 
alternative to Korea, 


Blunt Warning to Red China 


The blunt warning issued by American 
state department officials to Communist 
China is timely and should have the early 
backing of the United Nations. 

Secretary Dean Acheson ridicul 
Chinese charge that the United States has 
territorial aspirations in Korea or any 
other part of the Orient. 

Ilistory supports his claim. There is ab- 


solutely no tradition of territorial aggres- 


sion in American history and, as in the 
ease of the Philippines, the United States 


has sometimes been over-eager to hand 
back sovereignty to backward areas com- 
mitted to its charge. 

The American view has always been 
and still is that half of this continent is 
enough to govern without seeking con- 
quests abroad. z 


The Chinese story, therefore, that their 
Red armies have invaded Korea to protect 
it from American conquest is sheer non- 
sense to anyone with even a rudimentary 
knowledge of history. 

Deputy State Secretary Rusk is equal- 
ly frank. He declares that if China insists 
upon armed interference and upon contin- 
ued aggression, China had better prepare 
for all-out war. 

These are bold words that needed to be 
spoken. 

The forthright stand taken by the 
United States in this crisis, admittedly one 
of the gravest to arise in the Communist 
“cold war,” confirms democracy’s confi- 
dence in the vigor and integrity of Amer- 
ican world leadership. 


Befouling a Great Civic Asset 


The fact that garbage continues to be 
dumped along various points on the river 
bank and the fact that an incinerator i 
to be located on the south bank of the 
river indicate pretty plainly that Edmon- 
ton is not yet aware that the river area is 
our greatest civic asset. 

The river and its environs, of course, 
are the nucleus of whatever beautification 
may be done here. 

The river and its banks are so impor- 
tant, in fact, that they make ali the dif- 
ference between just another city and 
what can be made an exceedingly lovely 
city.

It is the ideal location for an incinerat- 
or, belching forth unsavory fumes, al- 
though why an incinerator should have to 
be located on a river bank is beyond human 
comprehension.

Suez Canal Zone Must Be Held 


Egypt's threat to repudiate the treaty 
under which British troops guard the 
Suez Canal zone is an attempt by King

The whims of a profligate monarch 
and the flag-waving of a backward people 
are not enough to outweigh the vast im- 
portance of retaining British possession of 
the vital canal zone which may be a large 
factor in preserving world peace.

Advice On 
Traffic if 


Editor, Bulletin — As a recent 
addition to the population of 
your fair city, I should like to 
comment, if I may, on the driv- 
ing habits and traffic conditions 
which exist here. 

First of all, I think the cross- 
walk system for pedestrians such 
as it is here, is rather haphazard 


and very dangerous. Thinking 
particularly of Jasper Ave., I be- 
lieve that traffic and/or pedes- 


trian operated lights should be 
installed at regular intervals. If 
the lights $were synchronized 
properly, jay ng could be 
prevented and traffic actually 
speeded up. 

Most motorists here are either 
eolor blind or do not 
stand what green and red traffic 
lights are supposed to signify. I 
have never seen so many drivers 
“shoot” through a red light with 
such utter abandon. Also, ap- 
parently about 99 percent of Al- 
berta motorists do not under- 
stand that a green arrow with a 
red light means they must stop 
and wait for a clear spot in cross 
traffic before making a right 
turn, 

As most “stop” signs are very 
insignificantly placed among 
other signs and posts at the side 
of the road, and are particularly 
difficult to see at night, couldn't 
the “STOP” on the signs at the 
more dangerous intersections 
(and there are many) be “il- 
luminated” with “cats’-eyes"? 

In most other parts of this con- 
tinent, a left turn is generally 
made from as close to the mid- 
dle of the thoroughfare as pos- 
sible — here, many motorists 
suddenly decide to make one 
from almost any position but 
the middie of the road.

Recent Freach reverses in Indo- 
China are beginning to prove a 
godsend to Chinese Red propagan- 
dists who must soften the effect 
on their people of the North Kor- 
ean disaster. Indo-China offers a 
way of distracting attention from 
Korea. 

It can also be uSed in proving 
that the North Koreans heve not 
been defeated utterly, Commu- 
nist propaganda is beginning to 
play it these ways. 

“At a time when the Ameri- 
can imperialists are much oc- 
cupied in the Korean war,” says 
a recent editorial in the pro- 
Communist Hongkong paper Wen 
Hui Pao, “the people of Indo- 
China have scored another great 
victory against the French war- 
mongers. This is not only a blow 
to the French government but 
also a great shock to the Ameri- 
can aggressors.” 


Communists’ 


New Line 


The editorial, which continues 
in a similar vein, expresses the 
new Communist line which is ex- 
pected to become very prominent. 
Chinese Communists have been 
in bad need of something like it, 
It is believed here that their mis- 
calculation of the Korean war 


Was greater even than the ap- 
parent Russian miscalculation. 
Communists evidently believe 


statements they have often made 
that the United States is a “paper 
tiger.” 

Their strong propaganda about 
American intervention in the 
Chinese civil war seems to have 
sincerely convinced many of them 
that when they beat Chiang Kai 
Shek’s Nationalists they ' beat 
America as well. 

There is good evidence that 
throughout the late summer the 
Peking high command was satis- 
fied the North Koreans would win 
against this over-rated opponent, 
Their defeat has unquestionably 
come as a surprise, 


HONG KONG REPORTS — 


There is reason to expect 
Peking's line will be that the 
North Koreans, though seeming 
to have failed, have actually sup- 


plied much constructive help to 
Far-East Communism, 


American casualties will prob- 
ably be stressed and so will the 
argument that Korea has tied 
down the bulk of American mili- 
tary strength thus allowing the 
Communist side to build up head- 
way in places like Indo-China, 


Almost certainly Peking will 
stress the importance of guer- 
tilla warfare—of a long under- 
ground struggle by “democratic 
forces"—in Korea's future. 

This is in line with the general 
Communist and especially the 
Asiatic Communist approach to 
warfare—an approach that has a 
good deal of support in the re- 
cord. The Communist argument, 
of course, is that superior forces 
of the enemy triumph superficial- 
ly for a while in the various 
Asiatic theatres of the struggle; 
but that the “people” expressing 
themselves through Communist 
led guerrilla movements win 
through in the end, 

The course of the Chinese civil 
war can be interpreted to fit 
this pattern. The Indo-China 
Struggle shows signs of drifting 
into the same class; guerrillas 
there after fighting better equip- 
ped French armies for decades 
have finally reached the stage 
where they are winning major 
pitched battles. 

This is excellent propaganda 
material right now. Guerrilla 
determination against seemingly 
hopeless odds is paying off in 
Indo-China and may some day 
pay off in Korea, 

In order for this to happen, of 
course, the underground must be 
kept alive. Encouraging news 
such as that from Indo-China 
helps to do so.—By Christopher 
Rand in Montreal Star,

Their temples have been corivert- 
ed into government offices or 
schools or factories. Some have 
been rented out as residences, 

Most of the clergymen are 
joining in production. Some have 
enrolled in Communist indoctri- 
nation camps, such as the North 
China “University” or the 
People’s Revolutionary “Univer- 
sity.” All of them have been pre- 
vented from continuing their cler- 
ical duties, the reports said.

The Communists, however, side- 
tracked the constitutional guaran- 
ties by claiming that suppression 


is not a measure against religious 
freedom. They said it is for the 
elin.ination of what they called 
“social parasites” — people who 
live off the labor of others but 
wil’ not toil themselves. 

The Communist authorities 
complained, according to the re- 
ports, that the monks, nung and 
priests have been divorced from 
labor and production for a long 
time. 

Their daily routine, they 
charged, consisted merely of say- 
ing prayers, burning incense and 
indulgence in other “supersti- 
tious” practices. 

Another Communist complaint 
is that Buddhist and Taoist tem- 
ples are usually large landcwn- 
ers. The land is rented to tenant 
farmers and the priests “thrive on 
their blood and sweat.” 

As an example of “parasitical 


landlordism”, the reports c’ted 
the Taoist Paiyuan or White 
Cloud Monastery in Peking, 


which owns more than 45,000; -es 
of land in and around the city. 

Its land had been confiscated 

and distributed to poor farmers 

anc its 200-odd priests have been 

brought back to the “labor con- 

ception of life” the reports said.

U.K. Cannot |

LONDON, Nov, 17—(Reuters)— 
Britain's gold reserves may be 
f 'growing but they are still not big 
* enough for the government to open 
the British market to U.S. imports, 
Hugh Gaitskell, chancellor of the 
exchequer, said last night. 

Britain’s gold bankroll is_ still 
“extremely low” in view of possible 
calls on it, Gaitskell told the house 
of commons, 

“We must continue our policy of 
building our reserves up,” he said. 

He was replying to a report by 
the international monetary fund 
that certain sterling-area countries, 
including Britain, now could begin 
to relax restrictions against dollar 
imports because of their improved 
economic position, 

Gaitskell spoke in debate on a 
bill making the necessary financial 
arrangements for Britain’s partici- 
pation in the European payments MG 
union.
